ROME, Jan. 21—Pope Benedict XV 


died today. 


Death was due to pneumonia and 


heart 
weakness

bronchial catarrh and influenza. 


The pontiff had been ill only five 


days. The final attack dated back to 
last Tuesday when he contracted u 
cold. 


The Pontiff had been sinking rapid- j 


ly for 24 hours and only the natural 
vitality of his wonderful constitution 
sustained him.

During the morning a slight amount 


of liquid nourishment had been ad- 
ministered. The pontiff fell Into semi-' 
consciousness. 
This gave way to full 


unconsciousness.

At noon the patient was in a state of 


coma, but later it was said ho had 
been sleeping and had fallen (into 
deep slumber. 


Between noon and l o'clock the doc- 


tors admitted the popo had not shown 
any improvement either from nourish- j 
ment or sleep.

discussion will be blanket insurance of farm crops. The proposi- 
tionTas been made before, but never with anything like the 
lame chance it has at present of adopt™ on * 1«rre scale. 


Mutual insurance covering all the crops planted in the 


United States would require a gigantic co-operative effort on the 
part of the farmers themselves, and it would be a complicated 
task to administer a scheme calling for so many adjustments 
under so manv definitions of crop loss as would be needed in H 
country with a multiplicity of agricultural interests, yet the plan 
is feasible and eminently desirable.
